WAR DEBTS DISCUSSION IS 


BARRED FROM WORLD 
ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 


PLYMOUTH, Eng., June 
8.—(£•)—Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull barred all dis- 
cussion of the war debts at 
the world economic confer- 
ence when he arrived today 
at the head of the American 
delegation aboard the liner 
President Roosevelt. 
"We shall not go outside the de- 
vils of the agenda," Mr. Hull saifl, 
'and we shall not discuss Britain's 
payments of war debts to the Unit- 
ed -States due next week. • 
"I can say emphatically that the 
war debts will not be discussed by 
us at «l at this conference." 
"The question of disarmament 
will also be outside the scope ol 
the conference," Mr. 
Hull con 
tinued, "for that is a matter which 
concerns Mr. Davis (Norman H. 
Davis, American representative at 
Geneva) and officials at Washing- 
ton." 


The secretary of state declined 
to discuss the policy the Unitec 
States delegates will adopt but said 
he favored lowering all excessive 
obstructions to trade and finance 
between nations.

The Invitation for- funds was 
directed-.especially at small hold- 
ers ' of capital whom Secretary 
Woodin wants In as "partners" of 
the government To favor these he 
announced he was reserving tho 
right .to accept all subscriptions of 
$10,000 or Ivsi even though they 
require more than the total of se- 
curities offered. 
Bids were called for an "$500,- 
000,000 or thereabouts" of five year 
3 7-8 per cent treasury notes, whose 
proceeds will go largely to the pub- 
tie works spending. In addition 
there was offered $400,000,000 or 
thereabouts" of nine month 8-4 per 
.cent certificates. 
Customarily Is- 
ues are oversubscribed and the bil- 
lion, figure Js expected to be reach- 
ed with ease. 
Financing to be done with the 
new funds includes paying off 
$874,000,000 of maturing certificates, 
and $104,000,000 interest on the 
public debt, due June U. 
The issues will briflg Roosevelt 


administration securities sales to 
$3,373,000,000, since in March the 
treasury sold $800,000,000 worth and 
In April added $573,000.000. The 
banking upheaval In March com- 
pelled an Interest rate of 41-4 per 
cent on the nine month offerings 
of that-month, but the new securi- 
ties are down to normal interest 
rates as were those of April. 
The new notes are not subject 
to redemption before maturity date, 
June 15» 1988. Both Issues are ex- 
empt from any taxes but inherit- 
ance and estate levies.

USE GANNER (INITS 


WEREJNOUNCED 


TWENTY CANNING UNITS TO 
BE DISTRIBUTED THROUGH 


RELIEF COMMITTEE 


Rules and regulations governing 
the, use of the canner units . sup- 
plied through the Corslctcna Un- 
employed Relief Committee and 
the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce were announced Wednesday. 
Two .of the twenty units will be 
awarded to the communities mak- 
ing the best showing at the close 
of the season, while the remain- 
der will revert to the relief agen- 
cy. 


.The canning units composed of 
cookers and sealers arrived Tues- 
day morning and six of.them were 
distributed to various home dem- 
onstration clubs before noon Wed- 
nesday. 
The following rules are self-ex- 


planatory: 
1. As requested by. the Texas Re- 
lief commission, canners'will be 
placed only In communities having 
home demonstration clubs. 


2. Canners will be placed in the 
hands of persons to be designated 
by the club president. 


3. Canning equipment will be 
available for use for club members 
who are qualified through club 
work to put up a quality product. 


4. Canners will be loaned to oth- 
er persons in the communities only 
upon the condition of work being 
supervised by a member of the 
home demonstration club. 


5.. Canners will not be loaned out 
for a greater length of time than 
24 hours in an individual home so 
long as there Is a demand for 
same. 
6. .The club member in whose 
charge the canning equipment is 
placed is to keep a list of persons 
desiring the equipment and equip- 
ment will be loaned out up basis 
of the order in which requests 
were received. 
7. Custodian 
of 
the 
canning 


equipment is to report to the Cor- 
sicana Chamber .of Commerce any 
defect or broken attachments in 
order that same may be repaired. 


8. Custodian of canning equip- 
ment is to keep an accurate record 
of .the usage made of the canning 
equipment and forward her report

BERLIN, Ju"n7~8.-(;FV-A gen- 
eral moratorium was declared to- 
night on credits to Germany orig- 
inating before the German bank 
crisis of July, 1931.

The present fi- 
nancial condition, traceable to the 
bank crisis of 1931 was given as 
the reason for the moratorium. 


BERLIN, June ~6.—VP>—Despite 
widespread rumors of a general 
moratorium on all foreign debts 
persons in authority who most re- 
cently have talked with Dr. HJal- 
mar Schacht, president of the 
relchsbank, expressed the belief to- 
day that the relchsbank will not

OF LE ON MARS 
BY 2 MONOMERS

PASADENA, Calif.,-June 8.—(ff) 


—A blow to any theory that hu- 
man life may exist on Mara was 
given today by two astronomers 
of the Carnegie Institution'* Mt 
Wilson observatory 
Dr. Walter S. Adams, director 


of the observatory, and Dr. The- 
odore Dunham, Jr., have made 
observations which Indicate the 
amount of free oxygen on the 
planet is less than one per cent 
of that on the earth. 


The astronomers have declined 
to discuss the possibility of life 
on Mars, Dr. Adams stating be- 
fore their findings were made 
public: 


"Ours Is purely a scientific In- 
vestigation. 
We are 
Interested 
solely in determining the amount 
of oxygen on Mars" 
Scientists 
generally, 
however, 
have regarded Mars as the planet 
most suited for human existence. 
Most of the others are too cold.

Bishop James Cannon, Jr., a lead- 
er among; prohibition advocates, 
was quoted as saying .before to- 
day's voting; "If we'can win in 
Indiana, we can prevent repeal." 
The Anti-Saloon League superin- 
tendent for that state expressed 
the opinion that prohibition de- 
fenders Had a "fifty-fifty chance," 


The vote in Illinois yesterday 
was approximately four to one for 
repeal. This was the third test In 
the Middle West, Michigan and 
Wisconsin having blazed the re- 
peal trail. Four eastern states— 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware 
and Rhode Island—and two West- 
ern states—Wyoming and Nevada 
—have voted for repeal of the 
amendment. There have been thus 
far no states to vote for the amend- 
ment's retention in the constitu- 
tion.
